24. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 17, wherein said antibody is 

a Fv fragment. 
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25. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 17, wherein said antibody is 

a scFv. 

26. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1 7, wherein said antibody 
further comprises a therapeutic moiety. 

27. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 26, wherein the therapeutic 
moiety is a radionuclide. 

28. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 27, wherein the radionuclide 
is a member selected from the group consisting of: 90 Y, 123 I, l25 I, ,31 I 5 186 Re, m At, and 212 Bi.

32. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 17, wherein the mammalian 
subject is a human. 

33. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 17, wherein the 
administration is intravenous.
